Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Remarl<s page 5, last paragraph, filed on March 28, 
2008, with respect to claim 1 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejections of claims 1-7 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-7 are allowed because the prior art of record fails to disclose or render 
obvious a silicon production reactor comprising a reaction vessel and a heating means; 
the reaction vessel comprising a vertically extending wall and a space surrounded by 
the wall; the heating means being divided into at least two sections comprised of a first 
heating means and a second heating means so that said heating means can control the 
temperature of the wall's surface facing the space in two or more divided sections 
comprised of upper and lower sections, or more multiple sections.
